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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argued that specifically, and for example, with respect to claim 81 and 87, the two independent do not share common 
scope for each claim. Applicant's claim 81 recites, among other features, "identifying at least one predicate and argument in said set of 
document predicate structures" (emphasis added). In comparison, Applicants' claim 87 recites among other features, "identifying at least 
one predicate in said set of document predicate structures" (Applicant's argument, page 6 second paragraph). Applicant's argument is 
persuasive and objection of said claims is hereby withdrawn. 



In light of the amendments made to claims 81, 87, and 93, rejection of claims 81-98 under 35 U.S.C. 101 is hereby withdrawn. 
Referring to claim 91, Applicant additionally argued that Anderson has a filing date of July 12, 2002. As noted in Applicants' 



originally filed Application data sheet on December 1, 2003, the present matter claims priority to U.S. Application No. 09/761,188, filed 
January 18, 2001 (now issued U.S. Patent No. 6766316). As the Anderson reference dose not include a priority data that precedes 
Applicants' filing date, withdrawal of Anderson reference is respectfully requested (Applicant's argument Page 7 third paragraph). 

Applicant's argument is persuasive and Anderson reference is hereby withdrawn. The action is withdrawn and a new office 
action will be issued shortly.. 
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
